Before children were 
accepted into the Title 
I special education clas- 
ses they were tested 
by a state approved psy- 
chologist.

The procurement 
of the psychologist was 
also a benefit of Title 
I, 


Special Education clas- ' 


ses are limited to 15 
students per class. Be-~ 
cause there is a cross 
section of grades and ages 
most classes are further 
divided into small groups 
in arder to meet individ- 
ual differences, A con- 
siderable block of time 
is spent on the bas- 
ic skills of reading,, 
spelling, oral language, 
writing and arithmetic,

PRESCHOOL PROGRAM 

Additional Title I mo- 
ney received in January, 
1972 led to another meet~ 
ing with our principals 
and the Title I Advisory 
Committee from each of 
the county schools, Sin- 
ce there was not enough 
money to operate a sum- 
mer school program in 
each Title I School and 
since the cost of busing 
students during the sum- 
mer months was prohibi- 
tive the decision was 
made to operate a 6 week 
kindergarten program for 
Eligible Title I students 
in 5S of the 6 county sch- 
ools, Since a Head-St- 
art Program had. been 
in operation for the entire 
school year at New 
Brockton the decision was

The kindergarten pro- 
gram began on April 10, 
1972 and operated through 
May 19, 1972, The pre- 
school children are child- 
ren who will be 6 years 
old by or on October 2 
1972 and eligible for first 
grade, They have en- 
joyed many new and var- 
ied experiences, They 
have been transported to 
and from school on the 
same buses as the other 
children, This has inv- 
olved them in a full day 
of school but ample rest 
periods were provided, 

The kindergarten pro- 
grain has provided a con- 
tinuity of experiences wh- 
ich promoted growth, ch- 
allenged thinking, and en- 
couraged the develope- 
ment of new skills, cog- 
nitive, affective and psy- 
chomotor, 

Two goals of the kind- 
ergarten were the devel- 
Opement of a positive self 
image and the develope- 
ment of the child’s abil- 
ity to communicate thr- 
ough the expression of his 
ideas and his feelings.

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Money Or Federal Financial 


Assistance Programs 


The Small Business Admin- 
istration is the main federal 
agency designated to advise and 
assist the nation’s small busi- 
nesses The SBA assists all 
types of small business-manu- 
facturing, wholesaling, retail- 
ing, service and other firms 
The determination of a small 
business is that the business 
is independently owned and op- 
erated and does not dominate 
in its field Businesses are 
further classified by size ac- 
cording to the number of em- 
ployees, 250 for manufactur- 
ing, and annual sales, $1 mil- 
lion, and for other business ac- 
tivities 

The best known assistance 
program is the Business Loan, 
which may be borrowed dir- 
ectly from the SBA or from 


private sources, with an SBA 
guarantee of up to 90 percent 
of the balance. The business 
loan may be for a period of 
up to 10 years with a maxi- 
mum amount of any loan de- 
termined by the Small Busi- 
hess Administration: $350,000 
is the maximum amount of any 
loan, and the loan may be used 
to (1) purchase machinery, 
equipment, facilities and Sup- 
plies, (2) provide working capi- 
tal, and (3) finance business 
construction and conversion or 
expansion of facilities. 

The next major direct loan 
program is the Economic Op-

REDUCE RISKS 

Someone has said, ‘‘The se- 
cret of life is to reduce your 
worries to a minimum,” I 
will paraphrase this and say 
one of the secrets of growing 
peanuts is to reduce risks to 
a minimum. One way to do 
this is to get on a leafspot 
control program and continue 
for the next three months. We 
are recommending that the first 
application be applied when the 
peanuts are six inches wide. 
A lot of folks have already 
applied and some should have 
started two weeks ago 

Just about every farmer 
knows he will have enough pro- 
blems during the growing and 
harvesting season even when 
he elliminates as many risks 
as possible. For example, 
right now we are quite worried 
about the need for rain onsome 
of the older corn.

“The human brain undergoes 
a series of changes during its de- 
velopment, increasing both in cell 
number and in cell size, Under 
nutrition during the time that 


cell division is taking place (up| 


until eighteen months of life) 
will retard the rate of cell di- 


vision and result in a permanent | 


reduction in brain cell number.” 


Dr. Winick is Professor of Pe- | 
diatrics and Director of the In-| 
stitute of Human Nutrition at 


Columbia, He is eminent in his 
field and has studied the situa- 
tion extensively both in the Unit- 
ed States and in South America, 


Malnutrition Defined 

In defining malnutrition, Dr. 
Winick stated that he was refer- 
ring to a protein-calorie deficien- 
cy.‘In animals, where it had been 
possible to conduct _ tailed stud- 
ies over a period of years, pro- 
tein-calorie deficiency evidenced 


itself by producing a high de-| 


gree of “emotionality” or a mal- 
function of the nervous system 


) that produced abnormal behavior.

Where such abnormalities occur- 
red early in life, they were per- 
manent, In humans, such detailed 
studies have not been possible. 
Also, malnutrition seldom occurs 
as an isolated factor, It is usually

Much To Be Learned 

He is still doing much work in 
this area, Dr. Winick says. Much 
remains to be learned. Whether 
observed changes in the infant 
brain can be attributed to malnu- 
trition per se or to malnutrition 
plus other socio-economic factors 
is still unclear, But one thing is 
| for sure. ‘The infant brain is yul- 
|nerable to the effects of early 
| malnutrition, Nutritional priori- 
| ties must be shifted to stress in- 
|fancy and pregnancy as special 
times of life when optimal nutri- 
tion is imperative,” Dr. Winick 
added, 

In addition to gathering more 
information about over-all nutri- 
tion in brain development, Dr. 
Winick is specifically delving into 
the area of nutrition supplied by 
milk and milk proteins. He is be- 
ing aided in his studies by a Na- 
tional Dairy Council nutrition re- 
search grant, 

This is very important research 
since milk is the sole food in 
early infancy and it is of vital, 
continuing importance thereafter, 
Milk is also one of our best sour- 
ces of first-class protein — so-
